To  Attend  AACTE  A t  38th  Annual  Tower  Dance 


Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  will  attend  the  seventh  an¬ 
nual  conference  of  the  American 
Association  .of  Colleges  for  Teacher 
Education  in  Chicago,  February  24- 
'26.  Dr.  Jones  wll  serve  as  recorder 
at  a  conference  session  on  “Prior¬ 
ity  of  Teacher  Education  Research 
Problems.” 

AACTE  is  a  national  voluntary 
organization  with  282  colleges  and 
universities  as  members.  These  insti¬ 
tutions  are  responsible  for  the  prep¬ 
aration  of  approximately  half  of 
the  teachers  who  have  chosen  ca¬ 
reers  in  the  .public  schools  of  the 
nation.  Some  700  presidents,  deans, 
and  professors  of  teachers  colleges 
and  university  schools  of  education 
are  expected  to  be  in  attendance  at 
the  three-day  conference. 

Among  the  major  issues  confront¬ 
ing  teacher  preparatory  institutions 
today  are  the  accreditation  of 
teacher  training  institutions  and 
the  preparation  of  enough  qualified 
teachers  to  meet  the  constantly 
mounting  enrollments  in  the  public 
schools,  according  to  Herbert  D. 
Welte,  AACTE  president  and  presi¬ 
dent  of  Teachers  College  of  Con¬ 
necticut  at  New  Britain.  These 
problems,  along  with  other  current 
developments  in  the  field  of  teacher 
education,  will  serve  as  the  basis 
of  conference  addresses  and  discus¬ 
sion  groups.  AACTE  is  a  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  National  Education  As¬ 
sociation.
